young people do, but as to why 
they do it," said Walter Byrd, 
21, of Kerrville, Tex. "No one 
seems to be able to tell him 
why."

A Soviet party congress has 


been a rubberstamp for the 
leaders since the Bolsheviks 
nailed down their authority in 
1918. With the establishment of 
a dictatorship of the proleta- 
riat, debate went out of style. 
The congress has not been a fo- 
rum but a platform for launch- 
ing new programs, justifying 
old ones or unveiling policies 
which have been decided on in 
advance. 


Joseph Stalein used party 


congresses as arenas for battle 
with his opposition, having, as 
general secretary, handpicked 
the delegates. Nikita S. Khrush- 
chev used the 20th Congress in 
1956 to denounce the memory of 
the dead Stalin and begin a 
process of de-Stalinization from 
which the international move- 
ment never wholly recovered. 


Soviet leaders are getting old. 


Younger ones about to rise to 
places of authority seem to 
have less enthusiasm for rigid 
dogma. They will be watching 
with lively interest at the new 
Congress the performance of 
the oldsters of the ruling Polit- 
buro. 


Leonid I. Brezhnev, today's 


general secretary, is 64 and not 
in the best of health. As party 
chief he wrestles at home with 
rising intellectual dissent, diffi- 
culties with national minorities 
and troubles in the economy. 
He has to face up to a problem 
of how much heavy industry, 
the muscle of state power, 
should surrender its lopsided 
priority in favor of responding 
to public demands for more 
goods and amenities.

May Be Normal 


Ben-Gurion

Dear Dr. Lamb—1 have a 


boy. 
14''2 years old. He is 


very husky and a p p e a r s 
healthy. About three years 
ago he ran a temperature at 
night, beginning at about 
5:30 p.m. to 6 p.m. and we 
put him in the hospital for 
tests of all kinds. They came 
up with streptococcyl throat 
and gave him shots and anti- 
biotics. Now he runs a tem- 
perature of 99 to 99.6 or 99.8. 
Despite treatments, he con- 
tinues to have the temper- 
ature. What I want to know 
is, is it dangerous and what 
could cause my son to be 
sick with this temperature? 


Dear Reader—There is a 


good possibility that t h e r e 
isn't anything wrong with 
your son. The figure of 98.6 
F. for body temperature is 
strictly an average one. 


Body temperature in a per- 


son varies throughout the 
day and the difference may 
be 2.0 or even 3.0 degrees. 
The lowest temperature is 
in the late afternoon or early 
e v e n i n g just as you have 
noted in your son. 


If there is no other indica- 


tion of illness in your "husky 
boy," it seems to me the 
best idea would be to throw 
the thermometer away and

if I mend my ways? 


Dear Reader—No, it's not 


too late; in fact, much older 
p e o p l e with known heart 
disease, even previous heart 
attacks, can often benefit by 
making a marked change in 
their living habits. You have 
one thing in your favor and 
that is being female. Women 
are less apt to have heart 
attacks until later in life. 


The incidence in women, 


however, is significantly in- 
creased in those who smoke. 
A lot of the things that cause 
a woman to age prematurely 
are r e l a t e d to her living 
habits. This includes lack of 
physical exercise, developing 
obesity and the 
excessive 


use of tobacco. 


This is one place where

LBJ Project 
Is Being 
Phased Out 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Pentagon is phasing out Project 
100,000, a Johnson 
adminis- 


tration antipoverty program for 
bringing young men into the 
military under lower physical 
and mental standards. 


Fewer than 50,000 are ex- 


pected to enter the program 
this year and Defense Depart- 
ment officials say this figure 
will drop further as draft calls 
decline. 


Project 100,000, launched in 


1966 as part of President Lyn- 
don B. Johnson's War on Po- 
verty, was designed to "sal- 
vage the poverty-scarred youth 
of our society" for military 
service and later for civilian 
life. 


The original goal was a year- 


ly sign up of 100,000 men for- 
merly disqualified for the draft 
or volunteer enlistment. But it 
only reached that level in 1968 
and since has failed off every 
year. 


In a memo to the military 


services, Roger T. Kelley, as- 
sistant secretary of defense for 
manpower and reserve affairs, 
reduced this year's quotas and 
said the "long-range objective 
is to eliminate quota controls 
as draft calls reach or ap- 
proach zero." 


The 
Nixon 
administration 


hopes to end the draft by mid- 
1973 and make military service 
voluntary. 


Under Project 100,000, each 


of the services was given an 
annual quota to fill. Since 1966 
more than 300,000 of these 
"new standards men" 
have 


been inducted. 


A Pentagon spokesman said 


Project 100,000 quotas are being 
reduced as the size of the 
armed forces shrinks from the 
current level of 2.9 million to 
2.5 million next year. 


However, 
the 
spokesman 


said, ending the draft will not 
mean men with lower physical 
and mental ability will be re- 
jected automatically. 


But indications are the Navy 


and the Marines will overlook 
these men and take only those 
meeting their highest 
stand-

Frank 
Carlucci 
testified 


Wednesday as the Senate con- 
firmed his appointment as di- 
rector of the Office of Econom- 
ic Opportunity and President 
Nixon sent Congress his blue- 
print for the Action Corps. 


Carlucci said some of the 


agencies to come under the Ac- 
tion Corps umbrella are not 
specifically geared toward the 
poor. 


But he told a Senate subcom- 


mittee hearing on a two-year 
extension of OEO this doesn't 
mean the efforts of agencies 
aimed directly toward helping 
the poor would be diluted. 


"I would assume the activi- 


ties of VISTA Volunteers In 
Service to America would con- 
tinue," Carlucci testified, ad- 
ding: "I don't anticipate any 
slackening." 


VISTA would be one of five 


agencies to come initially under 
the Action Corps after 60 legis- 
lative days unless 
Congress 


vetoes the plan. The others are 
Auxiliary and Special Volunteer 
Programs of the OEO; Foster 
Grandparents, and the Retired 
Senior Volunteer Program of 
the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare; and the 
Service Corps of Retired Exec- 
utives and Active Corps of Ex- 
ecutives in the Small Business 
Administration. 


If this reorganization suc- 


ceeds, Nixon would place the 
functions of the Peace Corps 
and Office of Voluntary Action 
in the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development and 
ask Congress to transfer the 
Teacher Corps to the Action 
Corps. 


He named Peace Corps Di- 


rector Joseph 
Blatchford to 


head Action Corps and asked 
Congress for $176 million for 
the new unit, $20 million more 
than the budgets of the com- 
bined agencies. Blatchford said 
the extra money would be used 
for experimentation and ex- 
pansion.
